000 and banking the cash proceeds of the 
sale, which probably did not amount to more 
than $300,000, Gen. Sam slipped away from 
his capital on the midnight of May 18 and 
took up his residence in St. Thomas under 
the protection of the Danish flag. 
On the following day the inhabitants of the 
black republic awakened to find themselves 
without @ government and with an empty 
treasury. In this emergency the black re- 
publicans behaved with much judgment and 
gave a striking illustration of what might be 
expected of them if once and for all the rob- 
ber generals and the military bandits who 
prey upon the island could be expelled or kept 
within contro} by a strong power. 

There was living at the time in Port au 
Prince an ex-president of the republic, M. 
‘Boleroud-Canal, who is perhaps the only 
chief magistrate of Hayti for the last fifty 
years who did not meet with a violent end or 
die in exile. During his term of office he 


had been a fairly good president and hed 


distinguished himself by his decrees against 
the popular practices of voodoo, in which 
may be embraced the cult of the anti-white 
religion, superstitious Congo rites for medi- 
cal and religious purposes, together with, in 
moments of great excitement and religious 
— an occasional relapse into cannibal- 
m. 


Boisroud-Canal Declines to Run. 


In the clean hands of Boisroud-Canal the 
best peaple of the island placed the provi- 
sional government, and he showed that he 
was worthy of the trust by immediately or- 
dering the election of deputies to the legis- 
lative chamber, upon whom, together with 
the senators, tha duty would devolve of 
electing a successor to the absconding Tire- 
sias Simon-Sam. In view of the unusual con- 
ditions and the position of trust in which he 
had b placed, one might say with truth 
by pop acclaim, M. Boisroud-Canal de- 
clined allow his name to be presented to 
the voters as a candidate for the presidency. 

In the electoral campaign which ensued, 
and which, by a most natural course of events 
in Hayti, soon degenerated into civil war, 
characterized by most inhuman atrocities on 
all sides, there were three leading candi- 
dates. No one of them was closely allied to 
that military hierarchy which has, after 100 
years of uninterrupted rule, brought a mar- 
velously fertile island to the brink of ruin 
and a million people born in the midet of 
plenty to the point of starvation. 

The candidates who represented the popu- 
lar disgust with the military régime and the 
resulting lawlessness were Seneque M. Pierre, 
who had been on several occasions secretary 
of war; M. Fouchard, who had been secretary 
of the treasury, where he had shown some 
opposition to the political pilferers, and Dr. 
A. Firmin, who in previous cabinets had been 
minister of foreign affairs and for some time 
Haytian minister to France. 

The moment the election decrees were is- 
sued Dr. Firmin proceeded to Capt Hayti, a 
flourishing commercial! city on the north coast 
of the island, and issued a manifesto an- 
nouncing his intention to run for deputy. 
Firmin wished to represent this constituency 
in the chamber, which, according to the Hay- 
tian constitution, is also the electoral college, 
because Cape Hayti is the most influential 
district in the island and because he had no- 
ticed that many presidential candidates had 
suffered defeat because they were not per- 
sonally present in the more or less secret con- 
claves of the chamber when convened to se- 
lect a president. 


Brawl in Streets of Cape Hayti. 


By June, 1902, the election excitement 
throughout Hayti, and particularly in the 
north, had reached fever heat. Brawls were 
of frequent occurrence in the streets of Cape 
Hayti between the friends and the foes of 
Dr. Firmin. At this juncture and with the 
avowed purpose of maintaining law and order 
and. insuring an honest election, the pro- 
vistonal government removed the military 
governor or general of the Cape Hayti ar- 
rondiseement, who had certainly during the 
disturbances given ample proof of his incom- 
petency and sent north Gen. Nord Alexis to 
assume his difficult task. . 

Whatever may have been the plans of 
the members of the provisional government, 
they certainly cannot be held responsibie for 
what happened. Alexis was at the time 85 
years of age, perhaps even 90, and no one 
could have suspected that the presidential 
bee was buzzing in his woolly bonnet. He had 
been minister of war and had governed sev- 
eral districts of the country from time to 
time, and in the light of Haytian conditions 
his rule was regarded as net wholly unright- 
eous. He accepted presents when offered by 
clients who were doing business with the 
government and he has never been able to 
clear himself of the accusation that he shared 
in Gen. Sam’s fraudulent emission of bonds 
to the extent of $25,000. However, as Haytian 
generals go, Nord Alexis was not and never 
bas been a grafter, and even today after 
many years of the presidency and the busi- 
ness opportunities which it presents in the 
black republic his hands pass as being rela- 
tively clean in money matters. 


Alexisa Rough and Ready Soldier. 


He was then, as now, a rough and ready 
darky soldier, standing 6 feet 4 inches in his 
bare feet, which are in striking contrast to 
the ebon hue of his face, worn white from 
frequent contact with the rocky trails of his 
turbulent island home. He drank daily an 
amount of white rum which would have 
staggered a less experienced toper, and was 
always puffing away at the great black 
cheroots of the Haytian vegas, which so 
quickly shatter the nerves of those accus- 
tomed to the lighter Cuban smokes. Gen. 
Nord Alexis then, as now, could neither read 
nor write, but be had learned to paint his 
signature to official decrees. 

His chief asset, which he has recently lost 
by death, was a remarkable wife, a woman. 
like himself, of pure African blood and of 
the humblest antececents. Those who claim 
that for the sixty-eight years of their mar- 
ried life this remarkable woman inspired her 
husband's political course may be mistaken. 
Certain it is, however, that during this long 
wedlock, whether in the field or in the execu- 
tive mansion, Gen. Alexis never ate food 
that had not been prepared for him by her 
loving hands. In Hayti where the poisoned 
dish is such à potent political weapon an 
so frequently in evidence, such a helpmeet 
was invaluable. Nord Alexis may not owe 
his success to his wife, but it is thought that 
he escaped the plots of his enemies through 
thie good woman's reliable ccoking. 


Mrs. Alexis Voodoo Priestess. 


Upon the arrival of this strange pair at the 
cape Mme. Nord Alexis began to step out of 
her domestic shell without, however, negiect- 
ing even for a meal her culinary duties. She 
had always been a fervent and, as they say in 
Hayti, a “red mitered” priestess of the 
Voodoo sect and this immediately brought 
her into contact with the most react 
people of northern Hayti, who were also an- 
tagonistic to the candidacy of Dr. Firmin, 
who had lived 80 long in Paris that he hed 
welinigh forgotten the homely (to use a polite 
expression) ways of hie people and experi- 
— the greatest difficulty in speaking their 
patois. 

As the election day drew near Firmin 
lodged protest after protest with the pro- 
visional government against the way in which 
Nord Alexis was conducting himself and the 
elections, all, however, to no purpose. At 
this time there were twenty candidates for 
the exalted office of chief magistrate but 
Alexis was not even mentioned as a éark 
horse. The result of the election was. 
whether Firmin did not control the votes of 
the majority or whether Alexis intimidated | 
them I am not prepared to say, that the

While Firmin still held the field and Nord 
Alexis was being constantly‘ reinforced so 
that he might promptly quell what the provi- 
sional government regarded as an open revolt. 
the wily old chieftain had secured the confi- 
dence of the.three or four more prominent 


dispatched to his aid all the ragged soldiers 
they had enrolled, each, of course, in support 
of his own particular candidacy. There is 
much reason to believe, and of a documentary 
character, too, I am informed, that the candi- 
dates did not place this implicit trust in the 
aged general's good faith until they had each 
in turn and in the strictest condidence, it 
would seem, received ample assurances that 
he, Nord Alexis, was for them first, last, and 
all the time. 

With his army largely reinforced in this 
manner, Gen. Alexis now marched south 
across country to Port au Prince. As he 
went he left behind him to guard the main 
strategic points smal! garrisons which, 
though this was not noticed at the time, were 
mainly composed of partisans of the presi- 
dential candidates who had under the protec- 
tion of Alexis and at is suggestion formed 
the anti-Firmin coalition. It was also noticed 
that as the aged general marched into Port 
au Prince, the capital cf the black republic, 
on Dec. 14, all the partisans of the other can- 
didates among his soldiers were sturdily 
flanked by men who could be relied upon as 
devoted adherents of Nord Alexis. 


Boldly Demands the Presidency. 


Once within the capital, and with the pro- 
visional government, which had long since 
stripped itself of every available man to 
send him reinforcements. in his grasp, Nord 
Alexis spurned further disguise and openly 
presented himself to the assembled deputies 
and senators as a presidential candidate 
whose claims it would not be wise to over- 
look. He talked of his long years spent in 
the service of the state, but when the na- 
tional assembly hesitated he surrounded the 
palace in which they met with soldiers. 

On the night of Dec. 21 the general visited 
the chamber and once more and in person 
advanced his claims. Inside the palace it 
was seen that great preparations for a ban- 
quet were in progress, and outside the sol- 
diery were falling into little groups which 
looked uncommonly like shooting parties. 
The stern alternative was presented of a 
champagne supper or a general massacre. 
The deputies reached a decision, and with 
loud cries of “Liberty or death! select

Simon Goes Into Rebellion. 


When I saw Gen. Nord Alexis recently he 
said, with a shake of his mummy headpiece: 

They all talk, they all talk, but nobody 
knows whom I will elect president. Let the 
people wait until the time comes Two 
weeks later the first move in the game came 
when Gen. Simon was removed from his post 
as delegate of the south and immediately 
went into open rebellion, or started his pres- 
idential campaign, whichever you wish to 
call it, with headquarters in the rich com- 
mercial city of Aux Cayes, on the south coast. 
This port President Alexis promptly placed 
under blockade by land and sea. 

Should the aged president allow his affac- 
tions to determine the choice of hie successor 
either his nephew Camille Gabriel, or M. 
Villemin, the minister of the interior, would 
be designated, although neither has a fol- 
lowing in the country and both are under 
the required age, which is 40. 

In addition to Gen. Simon, who has taken 
up arms with which to impress his views 
upon the voters, there are a number of other 
prominent candidates, the most notable be- 
ing Gen. Jean Gil, the delegate or governor 
general of the southern provinces. Both of 
these candidates spell out simply a continu- 
ance of the. present government by means 
of and for the profit of military banditti. 

Dr. Firmin is still in the field, though not in 
Haytl. Doubtless he will present himself, 
and with armed force, before the revolu- 
tionary election, which is so orthodox in 
Hayti, is closed. 

In Jamaica, an exile, M. le Conte, a refugee 
from Hayti and the persecution of Gen. 
Nord Alexis, also plans a presidential cam- 
paign. He is a man of wealth and of high 
reputation and of good ability. The succes- 
sion will, however, unless a miracle takes 
place or the United States government inter- 
venes for the purpose of securing an honest 
election, as it did in Cuba and in Panama, fall 
to a military chieftain and the country will 
be fortunate if he is not a worse man than the 
present occupant of the Bleck house, for 
there are many such in Hayti. 


BLOW UP LEVEE TOSAVECITY; 
IGNORE GOVERNMENT REFUSAL 


Raging Arkansas River Flood Threat- 
ens to Wreck Courthouse and Ho- 
tel at Pine Bluff. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., Dec. 2.—[Special ]—A tre- 
mendous explosion was heard late tonight 
coming from a point one mile opposite the 
city, where the Arkansas river is guided by 
the levee. 

It is believed some one blew up a part of 
the levee to change the course of the stream. 
Early in the week the city appealed to the 
government to blow a crevasse in the levee 
in order to save the city from the rising 
flood. The government refused. 

The river was beating against the back 
doors of the Hotel Jefferson and the county 
courthouse at midnight. It threatened to 
take away the rear wall of the hostelry and 
the $100,000 annex to the courthouse before 
daylight. One of Berlin Bros.’ livery stables 
tumbled into the river this afternoon.

She Involves Noblewomen. 


Several of the women are of noble fam- 
ilies, and I do not want the letters read unless 
it is absolutely necessary, as they would 
cause an infinite amount of scandal and 
probably bring about seven divorce. suits. 
Naturally I have no sympathy with the 
women themselves, but I have no. wish to 
cause sorrow to their husbands. I wish to 
avoid as much scandal as possible in spite 
of the absolutely inhuman statements Cas- 
tellane's lawyer made about me last week. 

“ This whole case seems a disgrace to me. 
Why did a French judge allow Boni to see 
the children twice each week and a whole 
month in the summer and a week at Easter 
and Christmas? Nothing which was brought 
up against me at the divorce trial could have 
secured @ divorce and all the evidence was 
against him, and yet he is allowed to see the 
cheldren often and poison their minds against 
me. When the trial is ended I am planning to 
go to Biarritz and I cannot take the children 
with me because they must see their father 
twice a week. It is a disgrace and I cannot 
bear to think of it. 

“As for Castellane, if any law could force 
me to marry him again, I would sooner go 
to jail. My life with the Castellane family 
covered the most unpleasant years of my 
existence.“ 


Substance of Princess’ Claims. 

In the court proceedings today M. Clemen- 
ceau declared that if Mme. Gould had tele- 
graphed to the count’s constituents that he 
was a roue it was because the congratula- 
tions to her upon his election seemed to show 
a lack of taste in view of the fact that she 
was on the eve of obtaining a divorce from 
him. During his campaign she had given 
him $8,000 for his expenses. 

Prince de Sagan's private life, he further 
said, was not in question. What matter if he 
had mistresses before his marriage and one 
since? These were matters his wife alone 
could complain of. 

Her voyage to -.merica with the Prince de 
Sagan was entirely natural. They were en- 
gaged. Young American women traveled 
with their betrothed without anybody finding 
fault. In regard to paying the doctor sum- 
moned by the count to attend one of the 
children, Mme. Gould had telegraphed she 
would not pay his bill for the reason that 
two doctors were in attendance upon the 
child and she did not want a third physician. 


Count’s Hatred Caused Suit. 

M. Clemenceau emphasized the fact that 
the courts of France always had décided 
that @ second marriage did not affect the 
rights of parents with regard to their chil- 
dren, even in cases where this second mar- 
rlage was with the alleged co-respondent. 
M. Clemenceau then continued as follows: 

“The count had tormally declared he 
would withdraw the suit if the princess sep- 
arated from her husband. The facts that 
the count had offered to prove were irrele- 
vant, and even if they were established they 
had no bearing upon the education of the 
children. Furthermore, these allegations 
were denied by the princess. The count was 
inspired less by solicitude for the welfare of 
his children than. by. personal hatred and 
financial considerations. 

“The princess, since her marriage to her 
present husband, has fulfilled in every way 
her duty toward her children. She has not 
sought to alienate their affections from their 
father. On the other hand, the count has 
committed the unpardonable fault of bring- 
ing out the present scandal to the detriment 
of the children; he has used language which 
humiliated their tutor, and in letters tothem 
he has called De Sagan a bandit. 


Sagan Not Children’s Foe. 

M. Cemenceau then denied that De Sagan, 
since his marriage, had in any way inter- 
fered with the education of the children. 
Consequently, he asked the court, taking 
into consideration the princess’ expressed 
declaration that she never had opposed and 
would not oppose in the future the exercise 
of the count’s legal rights over the educa- 
tion of the children, provided only that he 
did not attempt to poison their minds, to dis- 
miss the suit. 

Continuing, M. Clemenceau announced 
that the princess formally joined with her 
husband in the allegations against the count 
numbered from four to twenty, inclusive. 
These deal with De Sagan's charges that the 
count, in order to prevent the marriage of 
Mme. Gould with the Prince de Sagan, 
caused forged letters and documents, pur- 
porting to have been signed by De Sagan, to 
be sent to Mme. Gould. 

Then, taking up his argument again, M. 
Clemenceau said he did not Ike to follow his 
adversary into the realm of flimsy affirma- 
tion; he preferred to confine himself to facts 
that could be established. Nevertheless. 
certain affirmations must be met—notably 
Mme. Gould’s alleged remark that it would 
have been better if she had not been divorced 
but had lived as she pleased, though married. 

What Mme Gould actually said, M 
Clemenceau declared, was: I am treated 
just as if I had a lot of lovers.” 

Says Witnesses Were Bribed. 

Counsel for the princess contended that the 
testimony of the chauffeur discharged from 
the service of De Sagan and the evidence of 
private detectives were utterly unworthy of 
credence, and he raked the count fore and aft 
when he reached the subject of the fashion 
in which he had dissipated his wife's for- 
tune, spending at the, rate of $1,000,000 a 
year for eleven years. 

“ So long as this money was forthcoming,” 
M. Clemenceau said, the count considered 
his wife upright and honorable.” 

When Miss Gould was married to De Cas- 
tellane she had a yearly income of $700,000. 
During her married life, with what her coun- 
sel characterized as its countless follies, like 
the Malakoff palace, the sum of $10,000,000 
had been spent. When she got her divorce 
from the count there existed dehts amounting

TWO GREAT GERMAN PARTIES

Jealousy, However, May Defeat Their 
Plans to Make Ministers Responsi- 
ble to the People. 


BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The constitutional de- 
bate in the reichetag today was notable for 
the unanimous view expressed by all the 
Liberal parties and supported by the power- 
ful Center party that some change in the 
constitution was desirable to the end of mak- 
ing the ministers responsible to the country. 
The existing party jealousies, however, may 
defeat a final formula. 

“The nation must demand,“ said Herr 
Ledebour, Socialist, that its ministers be 
chosen from the majority In the reichstag. 
We have had enough of personalities sud- 
denly appearing as ministers. For instance, 
that great hussar general (referring to Von 
Podbielski) was chosen postmaster general 
because there was no other post vacant 
which could be given to the emperor’s favor- 
ite partner at skat. 

“The same personality was promoted to 
be minister of agriculture because he was a 


wholesale pig raiser.” 


POSTAL RATE WITH GERMANY. 


United States and Kaiser’s Government 
Cut Letter Postage Down to Two 
Cents, Effective on Jan. 1. 


BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The United States and 
Germany have arranged for a postal rate on 
letters between the two countries of two 
cents instead ot tne existing rate ot five cents. 
The new rate will go into effect Jan. 1. 

It was said at the. impertal ministry of posts 
that under the agreement letters routed di- 
rect between Germany and the United States 
are to be carried at the two cent, or ten- 
pfennig, rate. Unstamped letters will pay 
double rates. 

This step was strongly urged by the Ger- 
man chambers of commerce.

The imperial program for the function war 
prepared at the palace yesterday. It or- 


dered that music for the occasion be pre- 


pared, but that not a single note be played; 
this because of the mourning of the court 


for their late majesties. 

Troops began entering the eastern gate of 
the palace at 4 o’clock thie morning. They 
took up their positions inside and were no 
sooner in place than the high officials of the 
empire began to arrive. The size and the 
importance of the gathering withip were in- 
dicated by the fact that at 10 o'clock 800 car- 
riages, with a vast number of Sedan chairs. 
resplendent and brilliant in the winter sun- 
shine, were waiting outside the palace for 
the ceremonies to come to an end. 


Baby Ruler Ascends Throne Alone. 

The function began by the princes of the 
imperial family and the high officials of 
the empire kowtowing to the memorial tab- 
lets of their late majesties. After this they 
all kowtowed in turn to Pu- Yi. Pu-Yi then 
offered a sacrifice before the tablets of the 
emperor and the dowager empress. 

After this he was relieved of his dress of 
mourning and clad with much care in a 
diminutive imperial garment embroidered 
with the imperial dragon. His nurses per- 
formed this duty with great attention and 
care. Thus arrayed, the toddling emperor 
ascended the throne amid a fanfare of drums, 
bells, and firecrackers. 

He made his way alone, and showed no 
need of the assistance that willing hands 
would have given him had his faltering little 
feet failed. From the throne Pu-¥i kow- 
towed to his stepmother, the Dowager Em- 
press Yehonala. He then received the kow- 
tows while still on the throne of all the 
princes and officials present. This over, he 
descended from the throne and was again 
clad in his little drese of mourning. 


Coolies Act as Witnesses. 

The ceremony took place in the throne room 
of the Forbidden City. The officials present 
were selected with great care and were the 
highest men in the empire. According to an 
old established custom, a number of humble 
coolies, men from the lowest walks of life, 
were brought into the sacred precincts of 
the Forbidden City to act as witnesses 

At 11:30 o'clock the officials be leaving 
the palace. Traffic outside the Forbidden 
City was at no time impeded. The scene was 
enlivened by a number of pilgrims who had 
some in on camels all the way from Mongolia. 

The edict setting forth the accession of 
Pu-Yi to the throne and granting amnesty 
provides that henceforward all 
princes will be addressed as dukes; it pro- 
motes all officials by one degree, and be- 
stows honors on their parents. 

It erases the demerits entered against 
minor officials; advances the degree of 
scholars; dismisses all pending petty erim- 
inal cases; excuees certain liabilities, and 
grants bounties to the soldiers in the service 
of the empire. 


THANKS GIVEN TO PRESIDENT. 


Message of Late Chinese Emperor in 
Praise of Indemnity Remission 
Delivered to Roosevelt. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2—“ Long may 
your excellency enjoy good health and hap- 
piness! May the American people be ever 
blessed with prosperity and peace! These 
are our heartfelt wishes.“ 

These are the sentiments expressed in the 
concluding sentences of the letter from the 
late emperor of China to President Roosevelt, 
handed to him today by Tong Shoa Yi, the 
special Chinese ambassador, thanking the 
United States government for the remission 
of $14,000 000 of the indemnity guaranteed by 
China for damages resulting from the boxer 
rebellion. 

The presentation took place in the White 
house this afternoon,

To celebrate the sixtieth anniversary of the 

reign of Francis Joseph over the dual empire 
of Austria and Hungary, the Austrian-Hun- 
garian Benevolent association of Chicago 
held a banquet in the green room at the Au- 
ditorium Annex last night. Francis Joseph is 
78 years old. 
„Alexander de Neuber, the Austrian consul 
general at Chicago, responded to the toast, 
“The Emperor,” and President Rubens re- 
sponded to The President.“ Others who 
spoke were the German imperial consul, Dr. 
W. Wever, Charles Henrotin, the Belgian 
consul; Arnold Holinger, the Swiss consul;

It is asserted by those who have canvassed 
tHe situation that a great many of those who 
have pledged themselves to vote for Can- 
non would go back on their promise without 
the slightest hesitation if they knew it in- 
volved putting themselves in a position of 
hostility to Mr. Roosevelt's successor. This 
fact is said to be well known to Mr. Cannon’s 
closest lieutenants and there is every reason 
to believe now, although it did not seem so 
at first, that if Mr. Taft should undertake 
to secure the election of a new speaker by 
the Republican caucus he would be successful 
in the end. 

Thie situation has led to the belief that a 
change in the system of organization in the 
house may possibly be accomplished at the 
coming session, partly at least through 2 
influence of the new administration. 


Many Want Change in Rules. 

Many of the men whe intend to vote for 
Cannon and who admire his picturesque per- 
sonality already have come out for the 
change in rules. Others say a strong senti- 
ment is developing throughout the country 
not so much in opposition to the speaker 
himself as to the system which creates an 
oligarchy in the house and practically puts 
the control of all legislation into the hands 
of the speaker and two or three men ap- 
pointed by him.’ In fact, this sentiment is 
becoming 80 neral that there are those 
who believe aker Cannon himself will 
be entirely willing to see the change made, 
so that the ‘committee on rules could be 
largely increased in number and be elected 
by the house: itself. 


This would restore its representative char- 
acter to body and at the same time 
it would reliéve the speaker of a vast amount 


of unpleasant responsibility which he is 
now compelled to assume whether he wants 
to do so or not. 

Under thé present system the speaker ap- 
points a small committee of which he is a 
member. As a matter of course he takes two 
republicans upon whom he can depend abso- 
lutely. The committee on rules, therefore, 
becomes in effect the speaker himeelf, his 
two coadjutors being in effect only clerical 
assistants who look into the different cases 
as they come up and give their views. 


Blamed Unjustly at Times. 

The speaker with his committee on rules 
is much like a president with his cabinet. 
He looks to his assistants for advice and 
suggestion, but decides everything for him- 
self. In this way Mr. Cannon has been 
unquestionably put into a position where he 
has had to suffer the odium of doing things 
which would have been done in exactly the 


ame way by a caucus of all the republican 


members. 
In other casee he has acted arbitrarily and 


with personal prejudice beyond all doubt. 
He would not be human otherwise, and no 
one ever accused Uncle Joe of any lack of 
humanity. 

It really would be to the personal 
benefit of Speaker Cannon if in _ the 
organization of the next house the committee 
on rules should be elected by the house itself. 
He would still have the appointment of all 
the regular committees and no one would 
think of taking away from him the right of 
recognition of a member. 


Cannon May Suggest Reform. 

He would not be shorn of any immediate in- 
fluence, but it would be impossible for his 
enemies throughout the country to attack 
him on the ground of being arbitrary or un- 
fair. His great power in the house at the 
present time properly makes him responsible 
before the people for the bills which become 
laws and for those which do not. 

He cannot escape that responsibility under 
present conditions, whereas in the future, 
with a committee on rules elected by the 
house, the responsibility for all results would 
be put on the party at large, where it really 
belongs.

When they reached Chicago in their trip 
around the world they were married a sec- 
ond time, the deremony being performed by 
Justice of the Peace Joseph Arns of Wil- 
mette, August. 1906. 

Princess Supports Him. 

From Chicago the prince went to San Fran- 
eiseo to look after his wife’s property fol- 
lowing the earthquake and the princess went 
to New York. Rejoinifig his wife in the east, 
the prince sought pareftal forgiveness and 
a substantial allowaneé, but the duke fumed, 
refused all favors, and tried to have the 
marriage annulled.

SUICIDE THEORY IS HURT. 


Doetor Says Man Who Resembled Davis 
Was Near the Shooting. 


Omaha, Ned., Des. 2.—Two women, Mrs. 
Rustin and Hannah Dineen, a servant in the 
Rustin hothe, were the principal witnesses 
today m the trial of Charles E. Davis. 
charged With the murder of Dr. Frederick

Mrs. Rustin, the widow, was the first wit- 
ness. After a contest over the Introduction 
of insurance papers, she took up the story 
of the shooting at the point it was stopped 
last night. 

The witness said at the time Dr. Rustin 
was lying in the ball of their home before 
the arrival of physicians, he was muttéring, 
but that at the time it did not otcur to her 
that he was repeating any name. After- 
ward, when she read in the newspapers that 
others understood him to be calling the 
name Polly, Polly, Potty,” she eoneluded 
that possibly that was correct. Her name is 
not Pelly.. 

Mies Dineen testified that & woman called 
up the Rustin home twice after the wounded 
physician had been taken to the hospital. She 
then testified to having visited her sister dur- 
ing the evening and on her return seeing a 
man standing across the street from the 
Rustin house, but sie was not asked to ident- 
ify Davis. : 

Dr. John P. Lord, who also was called by 
Mre. Rustin at the time her husband was shot, 
stated that on his way to the Rustin home he 
saw a man walking toward town who strong- 
ly resembled Charles E. Davis, the defendant, 
whom he did not then know. He also gave 
technical testimony regarding the wound.

NONPARTISAN TARIFF REVISION, 


Last Monday the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, a purely business ‘organiza- 
tion, adopted resolutions asking congress 
to appoint a nonpartisan commission to 
investigate and revise the tariff. It does 
not look on the tariff as a party question. 
Neither does Representative Clark of 
Norida, who appeared before the com- 
mittee on ways and means to plead for a 
duty to protect sea island cotton. He, a 
Democrat, said that, in view of the recent 
election and others preceding it, the tariff 
should be removed from the domain of 
partisan politics and treated as a business 
proposition. It should be dealt with by 
a commission or other proper tribunal. 

This is one of the signs of the steady 
movement of the Democrats of the south 
towards the acceptance of the protective 
principle and the disappearance of the 
tariff as a party issue. The Democrats 
some time ago became friendly to internal 
improvements, which they once fought 
bitterly. They might as well concede the 
point that the protective principle has 
been permanently established and that all 
which remains to be considered is the de 
gree of protection which should be given 
where protection is required. 

That is a matter which can be deter- 
mined more intelligently by a commission 
of unprejudiced experts than it can be by 
members of a’ ways and means commit- 
tee. Some of them are likely to be af- 
fected by “entangling alliances” with 
captains of industry who have plants in 
their districts. Producers are tempted, as 
the hearings now being held indicate, te 
ask for more protection than they need. 
They would not make the same impres 
sion on a commission that they would be 
likely to make on congressmen. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that 
nothing was said to the voters during the 
recent campaign about the creation of a 
commission to revise the tariff. They 
were told that congress would revise it 
early next year. Commissions do their 
work slowly. Even if ome to revise the 
tariff were to be selected now it might be 
a year before it could agree on a report. 
When it had reported the committee on 
ways and means might disregard many of 
its best recommendations. 

At this juncture the interposition of a 
tariff commission would mean a delay 
of revision. That is not what the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce wants. It would 
prefer an early revision which removed 
or minimized many of the defects of the 
tariff to waiting a year or so for a re- 
vision based on the report of a commis- 
sion. If the “standpat” men in congress 
were to suggest a commission it would 
mean that they saw in it a postponement 
of revision. To that the consumers are 
opposed. They insist on having revision 
next spring, when it was promised them. 


THE PAY OF OUR JUDICIARY. 


A bill of two sections and of six lines 
is now in the judiciary committee of the 
United States senate. It has influential 
support in the New York bar and the 
board of trade and transportation of New 
York. At a recent meeting of the Com- 
mercial club of Chicago it was approved 
by unanimous vote upon recommendation 
of a committee. 

Senate bill 6,973 provides ‘for an in- 
crease of the salary of circuit judges to 
$10,000 and of district judges to $9,000 
yearly. ö 

This measure ought to Sass. But it is 
defective. There is a greater injustice 
and a greater discrepancy in the financial 
compensation of another branch: of our 
federal judiciary. The justices of the 
Supreme court are ridiculously underpaid, 
and senate bill 6,973 should not be passed 
without an amendment making adequate 
provision for them, 

The chief justice of the United States 
receives $13,000 per annum and the asso- 
ciate justices $12,500. The lord high 
chancellor of England receives $50,000, 
the master of the rolls $30,000, and the 
justices of the king’s bench $25,000. The 
judges of the city courts of London re- 
ceive the same pay as the justices of the 
highest tribunal of the American repub- 
lic. The Supreme court justices of New 
York City receive $17,500 and justices, of 
the General Sessions $15,000. 

Tue TRIBUNE does not propose to argue 
a point like this. It ought to be plain to 
congress that the members of a tribunal 
which is in some respects the most im- 
portant and powerful branch of the na- 
tional government, occupying a place in 
our system which has no analogue in any 
country, oughf to receive compensation 
commensurate with its responsibilities. 
Jurists fit to sit in such a court are men 
whose gifts and attainments in private 
practice would bring them the highest 
pecuniary rewards, And while the Unit- 
ed States need not enter into competition 
for its servants on this ground alone, too 
great a material sacrifice ought not to 
be asked of the individual. Salaries 
should be high enough to support the 


claims upon it, and to permit a proper 
provision for the families of the justices. 

The present scandalous parsimony 
should be brought to an end. In our day 
of generous expenditure in other direc- 
tions it is a disgrace that this office 
should be so ill paid. As belated justice 
it takes precedence over the relief of the 
Circuit and District judges, and in the 
light of it the demand for an increase 
from $6,000 to $10,000 of our municipal 
judges is funny.

After Jan. 1 it will cost only 2 cents 
to send a letter to Germany. The gov-

The same thing 
should be true in connection with Ger- 
many. Entirely apart from the matter of 
income there is a distinct gain from the 
encouragement of more frequent com- 
munication between the people of one 


country and those of another. 


These two notable international agree- 
ments probably foretell the early adop- 
tion of “penny” postage to all parts of 
the world and the disappearance of the 
5 cent stamp from foreign bound letters. 
As a factor in drawing the nations closer 
together the postage stamp is becoming 


more powerful each year. , . 


IMPROVING TRANSPORTATION. 

The transportation problem in Chicago 
is a difficult one. It demands constant 
attention and faithful effort on the part 
of those who are trying to solve it. Byi- 
dence that officials are not hard at work 
all the time is sure to bring deserved 
censure. The ting of concessions 
after pressure is unfortunate, too, for 
such action only encourages complaint. 
The through service on Halsted street, 
for instance, would have been more gra- 
ciously received if it had come without 
popular outcry. 

But there will not be much sympathy 
with the attack made upon the board of 
supervising engineers by certain alder 
men. It was only a short time ago that 
statements made by Ald. Cullerton and 
Ald. McInerney were shown to be with- 
out substantial foundation by citations 
from the city controller’s report to the 
council. When the usual fees charged 
for supervising work were compared with 
the actual outlay for the board in Chi- 
cago it was shown that the cost to the 
city was far less than the ordinary, and 
that, too, for better work. 

There are substantial grounds for com- 
plaint. If new cars and old alike are 
without thermometers and without proper 
warmth on cold days patrons naturally 
feel discouraged over the slow approach 
of perfection in transportation service, 
Such things indicate poor management of 
the lines criticised. Where passengers 
use two lines, one of them affording com- 
forts and the other discomforts, the dif- 
ference is quickly noted. 

That there must be unification, at least 
in operation, is more and more apparent 
as the days go by. The handling of pas- 
sengers in à large city cannot be done 
successfully under several distinct plans. 
There are too many points of contact be- 
tween one part of the city anu others. 
That one phase of the general problem 
demands careful consideration. 

There is much for the board of super 
vising engineers to do. That they have 
accomplished a good deal during the last 
year is evident by abundant physical 
testimony. Those who most complain of 
them have never commended themselves 
as safe guides by anything they have 
done. The citizens who want to see prac- 
tical results will be disposed .to support 
the engineers as jong as they push the 
work of rehabilitation and improvement 
of transportation facilities.

And now comes the news from England 
that while Sir Weetmah Pearson’s work- 
men were engaged in repairing the mansion 
of Cowdray park it caught fire, and the 
flames being fed by a strong wind, was al- 
most entirely burned to the ground. 


— 

This is not the original mansion of Cowdray 
park, but the one which was built about a 
hundred years ago to take the place of the 
former house, after the latter had fallen a 
prey to flames. 

In those days there were no telegraphs, 
and the messenger sent to announce to its 
owner, the seventh and last Viscount Mon- 
tagu, that his home had been burned down, 
was met at Dijon by another messenger, on 
his way back to Cowdray park from Switzer- 
land with the news that on the day when 
the mansion was reduced to ruins by the 
flames Lord Montagu had been drowned in 
a foolhardy attempt to cross the Rhine just 
above its falls. 

Sir Weetman would do well under the cir- 
cumstances to take warning by the mis- 
fortunes that have overtaken his recent 
acquisition, Cowdray park, and follow the 
example of the late marchioness of Lothian, 
who was so perturbed by the curse that 
rested upon the ancestral home of the lords 
of Lothian, New Battle abbey, in Midlo- 
thian, by reason of its having been confis- 
cated from the church at the time of the 
reformation, that she proceeded to Rome 
and obtained from Pius IX. hig written au- 
thorization for herself and for her family to 
live in peace and undisturbed at the abbey. 

This document bearing the pope's signature 
is preserved as one of the most highly prised 
possessions of the lords of Lothian, among 
the deeds, many hundreds of years old, by 
which they hold their lands, and the original 
patents of their various peerages. 


— 


An interesting volume might be written 
of the islands off the coast of Europe. In 
many instances the ownership has been vest- 
ed in one single family for generations, and 
the head of the house is the virtual ruler, to 
whom all the other dwellers of the island are 
subject. 

His government is generally autocratic, 
and while the islands theoretically belong 
to one or another of the recognized powers 
or Europe, the authority which the latter 
exercises is rather that of suzerain than of 
sovereign. 

True, the ruler has no power of life and 
death, although his magisterial preroga- 
tives, which are customarily vested in his 
hands, enable him to.cofsign a criminal to 
jail. But he possesses the arbitrary right to 
expel from his island any one who has in- 
curred his displeasure. 

One of these island despots has just passed 
away, in the person of Michael Waters, 
whose family have for some 200 years owned 
the island Innismurray, in Sligo bay, and, 
although his kingdom was small and his sub- 
jects few, he ruled over a quaint community, 
who practically knew no law but his will and 
devoted themselves, under his patriarchal 
sway, to farming, fishing, and to the manu- 
facture of illicit whisky. 

> 

The island boasts of some of the most in- 
teresting remains of early monastic archi- 
tecturé to be found in Ireland. St. Mulasius, 
a pupil of St. Patrick, established a monas- 
tery on the island, of which some perfect 
beehive buildings still remain, together with 
a primitive oratory, in which rests a wooden 
representation of St. Mulasius himself. The 
islanders look upon this figure with extreme 
veneration and jealously guard it from any 
irreverent interference by visitors. 

King Michael has been buried with such 
state as his subjects could compass, in the 
graveyard which is reserved for the male 
inhabitants of the island. 

Women are interred in another cemetery 
at some distance off, and the islanders firmly 
believe that no male could rest content in 
the female burial! place and that any attempt 
to inter him there would result in the unrest 
of his spirit and in ghostly visitations. The 
son of Waters now reigns in his stead. 

Among others owning isiands are Lord 
Revelstoke’s brother and heir, the Hon. 
Cecil Baring, who has an American wife, 
the daughter of the later Pierre Lorillard, 
her first husband, from whom she is divorced, 
being T. Suffern Tailer. She queens over the 
island of Lambay, which lies just north of 
Howth, and is abouc 600 acres in area. 

A number of small islets are in the imme- 
diate vicinity and belong to Lambay, in- 
cluding among them Innis-Patrick, noted 
as the spot on whicn St. Patrick first landed 
in Ireland, and where he built his first 
church. The place is most picturesque and 
can boast of an excellent natural harbor, 
convenient for the several yachts of Cecil 
Baring, and he has erected a handsome coun- 
try house on one of che most inviting Ates on 
the island. 

— 

Prince Blucher, who is now a naturalized 
citizen of Great Britain, and a grandson of 
the famous Prussian field marsha! who was 
with Wellington at Waterloo, has purchased 
the island of Herm, one of the so-called 
English channel group, and in proximity to 
the French shore. 

Sir John Buller owns the island of Rhum, 
where he has his home, Kinloch castle. The 
marchioness of Graham, wife of the future 
duke of Montrose, inherited from her father, 
the late duke of Hamilton, the island of 
Arran, and the duke of Argyll owns not only 
Tyree island, where his sister, Lady Vic- 
toria Campbell, makes her home, but also 
Iona island, the most sacred and historic 
spot of Scotland. 

Lord Strathcona purchased from the heirs 
of the late Gen. Sir John McNeill the island 
of Colonsay, near Greénock, while Islay has 
passed from the possession of the house of 
Campbell into that of Hugh Morrison, mar- 
ried to a sister of Earl Granville. Brownsea 
belonged to the well known London financier, 
A. Van Raalte, until his death a couple of 
years ago, and I suppose is now owned by 
his heirs. 

— 

The Florentine Marquis Ginori, a frequent 
visitor to the United States, has sold Kis 
island of Monte Cristo, rendered so famous 
through the popular novel of Alexandre 
Dumas, which bears its name, to the pres- 
ent king of Italy, and it now forms part of 
the latter's private property. 

Henri Menier, the French chocolate manu- 
facturer, purchased a number of years ago 
the big Canadian island of Anticosti, at the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence river, where he 
has established valuable game preserves and 
prohibition rule, no stimulants being per- 
mitted on the island. 

George Ross, representing the fourth gen- 
eration of his Scotch dynasty, reigns over 
Cocos islands, off the coast of Java. 

The Scilly islands belong to the Smith Dor- 
rien family, and Sir Mauritz Fitzgerald, 
twentieth knight of Kerry, lords it over the 
island of Valencia, off the coast of Kerry, 
the ownership of which enables him to style 
himself the nearest European neighbor to 
the United States. 

The French racing world has sustained a 
severe loss through the retirement of Baron 
Schickler and of his son-in-law, Count Hu- 
bert de Pourtales, from the French turf, ow- 
ing, it is said, to the vexatious and intolerable 
interference of the government in turf mat- 


rs. 
“What the retirement of the baron means 
will be appreciated when I mention that 
he has won the Grand Prix no less than 
four different times.

Chicago, Dec. 2—[{Editor of The Tribune.] 
Mrs. J. Elliot Cabot, for seven years presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Anti-Suffrage as- 
sociation, was elected in 1877 to the board of 
overseers of the poor in Brookline and ro- 
mained on that board for several years. 
Year after year she declared before com- 
mitteeg of the Massachusetts legislature that 
women engaged in philanthropic work would 
lose much of their power and influence if 
they were made voters 

Mrs. Clara T. Leonard of Springfield, Mass., 
who served for years on the state board of 
charities, said before the legislature that 
“ woman's power (for good work) is greater 
without the ballot or the possibility of office- 
holding for gain.” She repeated this state- 
ment many times. 


Mrs. Hazard of New York, an 
active worker and officer of the Woman's 
Municipal league of that city, said in an ad- 
dress before the New York state federation 
of women’s clubs on Oct. 30, 1907, that the 
remarkable legislative work of the league 
in the protection of poor emigrants would 
have been much hampered if the women had 
been voters. Their work, being wholly non- 
Pamisan, was recognized by all parties as 
needed and of value. 

Surely Chicago has had sufficient experi- 
ence with the effect of partisan politics on 
public philanthropic work to appreciate these 
statements, CaROLINe F. Corsin.

—Saloons, properly regulated, should be the 
people's clubrooms. The masses must have 
meeting places, as well as the classes who 
frequent the exclusive clubs. 

We have excellent laws for the regulating 
of the liquor traffic, which, if enforced. 
would make the saloon a legitimate busi- 
ness, as it isin Germany. Not enforced, we 
have the evil resorts to which no man cares 
to. take his wife and daughters. 

In Germany men escort their convent bred 
daughters and wives to the saloons on their 
way home from church. There they meet 
college professors, high school teachers, 
ministers of the gospel, bankers, and trades- 
men, often accompanied by the women of 
their households, and over a glass of beer, 
wine, or lemonade the questions of the day 
are discussed in perfect order and quiet, as 
if in the dining room of a hotel. An ideal 
democracy prevails in these gatherings. 
Everybody meets nightly in beer garden or 
saloon. 

If it is not so in America it is the fault of 
the men who make and execute the laws. 
Let the women have municipal suffrage and 
you will see the transformation of the vicious 
saloon into the homelike clubroom of the 
people, where father and mother, little chil- 
dren and big gather in open social com- 
munion with their neighbors, hearing no 
evil, seeing no evil, and thinking no evil.

It is fortunate and gratifying that such 
should -be the conditions, for the work Mr.

Vittoria’s Jesus Duleis Memoria.” which 
followed. is so melodious and so attractive in 
mod and in harmonization that a repetition 
was immediately demanded and secured. ‘he 
old French Christmas carol, “ Jesus, Meek 
and Mild,” was one of the gems of the even- 
ing, being captivating in its tunefulness and 
in ite sweet, simple spirit. It clearly is the 
product of the folk—a folk that had faith and 
rejoiced in it. Herzogenberg’s Comet 
Thou, Light of Gladness was next and pre- 
pared the way for the intricate ‘* Now Shall 
the Grace,” by Bach. It is a rousing, master- 
ful creation of the contrapuntal! spirit raisea 
to its highest manifestation and as given by 
the society was interesting and effective, 

After the intermission were heard the 
“Cycle of Six Sacred Songs” by Hugo 
Wolf, which had their initial presentation 
last season by the Musical Art. They are 
compositions which gain in beauty with each 
successive hearing and show the genius of 
Wolf at its best. Exceptionally fine is the 
one called Harmony and impressive is 
* Submission.’’ 

Two Russian songs by Archangelsky were 
strongly national in feature and flavor, and 
both had to be repeated. The “ Evening on 
the Sava is tinged with the melancholy that 
is found in even the happiest of Russian 
music, but, Hke the Round the Good Fa- 
ther’s Door.“ which has in it much of the 
spirit of the folk dance, it is tuneful and 
sharply rhythmic. Both were interesting and 
both pleased. Cesar Cui’s Nocturne and 
Die Wetterwolken,” with which the pro- 
gram ended, are well made, attractive com- 
positions in the German style—there is noth- 
ing even Gistantly Russian about them.

The society was a bit unsteady at the com- 
mencement of the concert, ite precision not 
being quite so sharp a, usual, but the singers 
soon righted themselves and the evening in 
ite entirety was productive of only the sin- 
cerest enjoyment and of highest credit to all 
concerned.

Agitation to abolish the spitball, advocated 
last summer by President Murphy and Man- 
ager Chance of the Cubs, was revived yes- 
terday at the club’s headquarters along with 
the suggestion to reduce the number of called 
balls entitling a batsman to take first base 
from four to three.

Both suggestions will be made by President 
Murphy at the meeting of the National 
league in New York next week, and both are 
almed to produce @ desirable increase in 
batting in addition to the more express de- 
sign of the Cub magnate to rid the game of 
an objectionable feature and of needless 
delays. 

Mr. Murphy will suggest the adoption of a 
rule specifically forbidding the pitcher to 
moisten the ball before delivering it to the 
batsman, and will advocate that more strong- 
ly than the more radical move to reduce the 
number of called balls.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Handicapped by late arriv- 
als, the native steer trade was slow in getting 
started, and continued dull and unsatisfactory to 
the finish.
